Thcabove figures show first, that airri-
cultural implements, as a general rule,
pay a tetter per cent, on the money In
vested in their manufacture than any
other article.

Bar and fabeet Iron pays a very small per
cent. Xiirruor-pay- s wen, nna carpenter
iDg. Clothing, however pays only eight
percent., tne prout oemir cut uown ov
the great Eastern rivals In manufacture
of ready-mad- e clothing.

Another interesting view or these
figures can be had by estimating the
wages paiu to labor in each. Tne tables
are before us, and the estimate is easily
made.

These figures present 'no very discour
aging sppcaranoe to us in rivalry. It
appears that, as a general rule, labor is
cheaper in Kentucky than Indiana. The
difference is nearly ten per cent. The
manufacturers of 'a State grow up and
prosper by the aid of cheap labor. Al
though these figures may appear low,
yet compared with the Eastern labor
prices, tuev would be found bkh. Both
Indiana &ud Kentucky pay labor better
than the East, and Indiana pays better
tnarriieniucKV.

There might be several causes for thl?,
53 ine presence of the His un
skilled labor necessarily alfects all prices
in wnai ne can worK in as in saw mills.
distilleries, flour mills and many other
orancnoa oi inaustry. this in a meas-
ure Impairs the advantage of oheaper la
bor to which we referred, but still we
ought not to Joso Blent of 1L The nianu
faoturers here know this, that they have
a margin of increase which they can pay
io jaoox, to raise our prices even to those
oi Anuiana. we can tnrow out audi
tlonal inducements by such Increase.

To the unrtflec'ting laborer these fig
ures would be discouraging, anduninyi-
tlnsr.

ferencebas had lta effeot in peopling
our sister State more rapidly, and yet it
is superficial, wnen uie wages oi the
laborer In Kentucky are found lower
than In Indiana, there ia usually a com
peneation in the market of necessaries
being proportfopally clxeaper in the for-
mer. At all events, thitf fact is proved
by' the census and the figures we have
hitherto shown, that there ia lesi pover- -. .I .1 t ,f rr.ij ju niiuiut-kj- ' iuau tuuiana. ins pe-
culiarity or the character of our labor,
when the census was, taken, no doubt
hi much to dd with this result, yet it
dofs not debar us from adducing it as a
proof that the comparatively fotoer wa-
ges of Kentucky are actually, In the con-
dition of living, etc., In the two States,
a better compensation than the wages'In .Indiana.
'We have pursued these figures rather

for1 suggestive purposes than elaborate
review. The condition of our manufac-
tures, thelrproflfs, laborers, cost and ex-
penses are matters of interest to alL 80
also are the wages of our skilled work-
men, and their comparative stand with
our slater Stato.

Intcrcstiii? Reminiscences of an
Old Tenncssccan.,

From the N ew York Tribune of Friday.
The police reports of yesterday were

made Interesting by the fact that Bour--
ganani, the Italian husband and alleged
swindler p the once so well known Mrs.
Eaton, and tho reducer of her grand-chil-i,

was .arraigned at the Jefferson
Market Police Court to answer charges
preferred by Mrs. Eaton. As Mrs. Ea-
ton's name has been so well known in
the history of the country during the
administration ofPresident Jackson, and
later through her own folly and misfor-
tunes, a brief review of her life and
troubles is appended : Mrs. Gen. Eaton
was originally a Mfss Margaret O'Niel.
Her father was a resident of Washing-
ton. Her first husband was Purser Tim-berlak- e.

After his death Bhe married
.Gen..Eaton, who was President

of War. This marriage
at once placed her in one of the official
circles of the Capital, of which her. beau,
ty and accomplishments Boon- maaVhar
a' leading member. Gen." Jackson ' did
not hesitate to show his liking for her,
and this intimacy, which every circum
stance goes to prove was one of strict
friendship and loerfeot propriety, was
turned hv those who wert enemies of
the President, and jealous of Mrs. Ea-
ton's influence, as a public slander against
them both. History will not entirely
free even so learned a man as John C.
Calhoun from casting malicious imputa-
tions on this friendship, and by his Influ-
ence increasing the public belief in the
scandal. People did believe It, or so
Professed, and fora time Mrs. E. was
excluded from all the soclety of the Cap-

ital. The President, perceiving thW, and
knowing that the affair would receive the
notice of the whol&iitlon, on account
of its publicity, sent.a note to Mr. Van
Buren, lequestlng him to resign his' po-

sition in tho Cabinet. He at once did so,
and his example was followed by all the
other .members. Thus did Mrs. Eaton
dissolve a President's cabinet. Her hus-
band was soon sent ai United States
Minister to Madrid. She accompanied
him, and after leading a life of pleasure
for a time, settled down In Madrid, where
she was at once the belle and the favor
ite of the court. Gen. Eaton died, and
his large estate passed into her hands.
At this period her second history begins.
Being present at a bail with her grand
children In Washington they were struck
with the appearance of a young Italian,
Antonio Bourgananl by name, who, as
they learned, was a aancmg-maaie- r in
thecitv. At their request he was en
gaged an instructor of the children, and
soon by his arts had completely won the
affection of Emily, then a child of ten
or eleven years. She used every method
of persuasion to induce her grandmother
to allow the Italian to board with them,
but the request was very properly re-

fused. One afternoon Mrs. Eaton on en
tering the house discovered a trunk in
the hall which Emily told her was An-
tonio's. The child had taken it upon
herself to allow him to move into the
house, and by her entreaties so prevailed
over tho better judgment of her parent
that ebo allowed mm to remain &a oae. 01
tho family. She loaned him money,
gave him a wardrobe; for he was poor
and ragged, and did everything in her
power to maEe him comfortable ana re
spectable. The Italian was possessed
with an me cunning ot nis race, fie
soon saw that Mrs. Eaton held the money 1

The eighth article of the new
South Carolina constitution, which is the
onjy one that treats of the right of suf-
frage. Is worded as follows :-

"Every male citizen of the United

shall, be entitled to vote for all officers
that are now or hereafter may be. elected
by the people, and upon all questions
submitted to at any election ,
provided that no person shall be allowed
to voto or hold office who Is now or here-
after may be diaqualified therefor by the
Constitution of the United States, until
such disqualification shall be removed,
by the Congress of the United States;
provided, further, that no person while
kept in any alms house or asylum, or of
unsound mind, or confined in any public
prison, shall be allowed to vote or bold
office."

an experiment of his own vanity.

The most striking quality, the most
constant and significant event of Mr.
Davis' administration, was his jealous
repulsion of advisers and assistants, and
his desoent to rivalry Jn popularity with
his subordinates and lieutenants.1 He
had a puerile eagerness to appropriate
all the honors of the Confederate cause,
and to wear them conspicuously' In the
sight of tbe world.

Napoleon I. had Marshals whonrsome

critics have thought superior to himself
in military gemua: out ne understood
that so long as he was the central hlstori
cat figure, history and the common opin-
ion of mankind would naturally and log
ically refer their successes to himself, and
bestow upon him the crowning glory.
'This, Indeed, la the true art of the great
man the true art of utilizing those
around him, on the principle that the
successes of his subordinates eventually
recur to himself as the center, magni-
fying him and filling up tho measure of
MIS fame, Tamer wan tne weas, jeaious
attempt of which drives
from itself all necessary aid and counsel.
And choosing a marked eminence, finds
only a vanishing point. Such was the
attempt of Jefferson Davis: and it
showed the essential weakness of a little
mind. He descended to competition
with his lieutenants, Instead of exciting
among them a generous rivalry to serve
liia; own central and crowning fame; and
so weafc-wa-s bis vanity that it might be
disturbed hy the successes of his smallest
subordinates.

But we are not going through with an
analysis 'of Mr. Davis' character. In this
reference to his :administration we have
merely designed to appropriate for him
a single characteristic, which we think
stands a simple and .unfailing test be
tween greatness and meanness, and in
which Mr. Davis divnlged that trait of
selfishness which has naturally run into
the last Infamy of selling out tbe honors
of the Confederacy on his personal ac-
count to a mercantile house in Liver-
pool!

ALASKA.

Impositions Practiced by the
New Fur Company.

San Francisco, September 9. Gen
eral Halleck furnishes reliable informa-
tion in regard to abuses .existing in Alas-
ka,! which have been made tbe Bubject of
special Investigation during his recent
visit to that Territory. Much dissatis
faction among the natives arises from the
fact that the old fur company carried on
a sort of patriarchal government, taking
charge of every body and every thing
in the settlement.

the change. The Immediate effect of In
troducing a number of strange white
traders, adventurers and soldiers was bad
upon a semi-civiliz- community like
that of Alaska. The new comers' meth
od Of civilizing tbe natives often takes
the form of instructing them In vira.
General Halleck did not find it neces
sary to court martial any officer, though
probably mauy changes will take place
peiore matters wore smootmy.

GIRLS,

ilovr They are J3nt!cetl from
their Homes,

From the New York Tribune, lltb.
Kate Davis, an abandoned woman who

keeps a disreputable house in East
Twenty-sevent- h street, was brought be
fore Inspector Dllks yesterday, by order
of an aged lady, a resident of Boston,
who stated that her daughter, a beautiful
girl of about sixteen years, and a com
panion of about her own age, had been
Induced by the woman Davis to leave
their homes and come on to this city,
and enter npon a life of shame. Tho
cemplalnt was made by the mother to
Superintendent Kennedy several days
age, but as the whereabouts of tho girls
were unsnown, it required considerable
search before they could be found. The
statement made to Defective Smith bv
tbe girls was that they .had been Induced
to come on io mis city oy a Mrs. Bart-let- t,

an old wretch who keeps a low den
In Twenty-secon- d street, she promising
iua iui--j cuuum iem uu easy ine, nave
a profusion of fine clothes, and ha af.
forded an opportunity of making plenty
of money. One reason why the daugh
ter was willing to enter upon a life of
sname was that uer mother was In poor
health and unable to labor much for
ner support. The rather Is a vagabond
actor, and abandoned his family several
months ago, refusing to contribute any-
thing to their support. Under these cir-
cumstances the poor girl found that the
wages she received as a. ballet girl at one
of the Boston theaters was barelv nm.
cient to provide herself and mother with
me mere neoessaries or lire. Before
leaving Boston she stipulated with her
temptresa that a portion of her earnings
were to be given her weeklv. that
she might send them on to her mother.
This plan wan readily agreed to, and
ehe and her companion oameon to this
city, and entered upon their life of
shame ; but their earnings were not suf
ficient to aausiy me heartless wretch
who' had enticed them from home, so she
drove them into the streets with scarcely
olothlng enough,Uppntbem to satisfy the
requirements of.decenoy. They were ta-
ken in by tho Woman, Uavls, superbly
clothed; and were up to the time tne po-
lice found them, the belles of the par-
lors of this infamous woman. Although
the girls testify that they have each
earned by their dreadful trade from $100
to $200 per week, the woman Davis rln- -
Glared that they had not earned more
than sufficient to pay for their board and
some small necessaries she had procured
mem. vn attempting to leave the houso.
wun me oincer. a colored woman, nhn
had, doubtless, been instructed so to do
by her; employer, declared that the
dresaea and hats of the girls belonged to
her mistress, and that they would not be
allowed to take them from the house.
She was promptly thrust aside by detec-
tive Smith, and tbe girls taken to police
headquarters. The meeting between
mother and daughter was very affecting.
The mother declared that she was wil-
ling to receive her daughter onoe more,
no matter what might have been her
transgressions while awav from hnm
The daughter endeavored to reassure her
by declaring that ehe had doue-aothlo-

wrong that she had been employed in a
manufactory during herstay m the city.
This was tbe understanding when the
girl left home, and Superintendent Ken
nedy atid Inspector Dllks thought It best
not 10 nnaecsive me motner, by leiung
her-th- o actual facts. She and the daugh
ter were sent to an adjacent hotel, to
await the departure of the Bos
ton boat. The woman, Davis,
wa3 then sent for, and after
being reprimanded for taking two mere
girls into her bagnio,-- ehe was ordered to
disgorge enough of the money earned by
these girls to take both them and the
mother to Boston,- - and pay the expenses
of the latter wbilebere. She refused to
pay one dollar, declaring that the girls
were in ueoi to ner for the doming they
had on, and denying that they bad earn-
ed anything like the amount claimed by
them. She was told that unless aha
complied with these .requirements, she
would be looked up. Could ehe not give
ball? she Inquired. She could easily
procure thousands of dollars from her
"friends." No; she must pay the ex-
penses of the party home, ot be locked
up, and in addition a policeman would
be stationed in front of her? house, both
night and day, to warn all who were
about to enter of the character of the
house. Finding that bhe would ba lock-
ed up unless she complied with tbe In-
spector's just demand, tha obdurate wo-
man, with many protestations and ex-
pressions of indignation, paid the amount
called for, and, accompanied by a fe-

male companion, who was very vehe-
ment in her declarations of being a res-
pectable married woman, swept from the
white marble building with a flourish of
Indignation at having been subjected to
the indignity of an arrest, and entering
a carriage returned to her house. The
girls, especially the one for whom the
mother was solicitous, are verv nrettv.
and profess themselves thoroughly dis-
gusted with the life they have been
leading. They are willing, they say, to
return home, and endeavor; to make
amends for the past by leading correct
lives in the future. The party left for
home last evening, in the Boston boat.

Within the last week there has been a
very perceptible addition to the popula-
tion of this town. Here, the citizans

public property near by, at night. pickets
are thrown out a la mil itaire blitheplains are patrolled by armed honemnn.
Occasionally a real or Imaginary Indian
la fired at, the alarm Is given, exoitement
subsides, and all laugh at the folly and
the fright. Cheyenne is, y, aa safe
irom attacK as unicago. JNor do lthink,
rrnm nn mar. i nnvA nnr. r.r nnn r..pn
that any point upon therailroad isln'ths
least danger. True, It is hard to tell, for
of all things in the world the Indian is
more wnere ne is not man Where he Is.
Apparent safety ia the token by which
border man prepares for danger. Night
before last, a few miles from here, the
redskins ran off sevsnty-tw- o head of
Government mules. Other little pecca
dilloes are reported, but nothing impor
tant. iu8 Denver stages run regularly,
but of course they are heavily armed, and
are reauy at any moment for
fight or a run. A gentleman
came through from the mouth of
Crqw creek on Saturday, about fifty miles,
entirely unarmed and alone. He was
on horseback, and made the distance in
less man seven hours, without aeoing an
Indian. He had just helped bury three
victims of the eoalplng knife, and may
be said, ia no figurative sense,' to have
run the gauntlet. Words cannot express
the atrooious savagisms practiced upon
their recent female victims by the devils
with whom our Commissioners have
been eo successfully treating. A singular
Instance of tenacity of life and rood
surgery la presented in the case of young
Cahoon, the Conductor on the Union Pa-
cific Bailroad. On the first day of May
last this young man was shot by Indians
at Sydney Station, He received twelve
arrow wounus. One arrow- - from the
back passed entirely through hla body,
about an inch and a half above tbe
heart. Four other arrows penetrated his
lungs. Several "red brothers" took
pleces'Of hla scalp, until nearly all his
hair was lifted." He was brought to
this place in what was supposed to be
dying condition, and placed under the
medical charge or Dr. h. .Latham, sur
geon for the Union Pacific Bailroad. In
two weeks ho was able to proceed by
easy stages to bis home In Pennsylvania,
and Is now XuUy recovered except the
hair on the ton of his head, in the place
where the hair ought to grow about to
return and take charge of his train. I
saw this young man a week after he was
wounded, examined his wounds, and
know what I state to be so. Perhaps no
more extraordinary case of recovery
from seemingly fatal violence is any
where recorded,
